MESSAGE 

The latest and one of the most important 
educational developments of all time is the 
junior college. California is one of the very 
fortunate states where the growth of the junior 
college was early and rapid; and as a result, 
at the present time we lead all other states in 
this field. We have more junior colleges, more 
junior college students, and more adequate 
state support than any other state in the union. 
Our student population has increased to the 
point where at the present time our total en¬ 
rollment is equal to that of the University of 
California and all the state colleges combined. 
Population trends and birth rate studies indi¬ 
cate that the student enrollment in the colleges 
in this state will be more than doubled within 
the next 15 years. This increase estimate is 
based upon the present offerings in the junior 
college and is therefore very conservative. As 
time goes on more and more courses will be 
offered, and a greater and greater percentage 
of the total population will be served. 

One of the principal advantages of the 
junior college is the low cost. Yet in spite of 
this fact, we still find young people of superior 
ability and ambition either attending under a 
serious financial handicap or unable to attend 
at all. Realizing this condition, the late Frank P. 
Doyle provided an annual income for the Santa 
Rosa Junior College of approximately $ I 6,000 
to help capable young men and young women 
secure an education in accordance with the 
needs of their times. We will be eternally 
grateful to the memory of Mr. Doyle for his 
kindness, his generosity, and his thoughtfulness. 
In the past a great many individuals and or¬ 
ganizations have contributed materially to the 
Junior College. Our beautiful campus was a 
gift of the City of Santa Rosa and the Santa 
Rosa Chamber of Commerce. Legion Gate 
and the first bleachers were financed by the 
American Legion. Mrs. Mead Clark and the 
late Herbert Slater have provided scholarships 
as have many other individuals and organiza¬ 
tions. 

Over a period of more than 30 years, the 
Junior College has demonstrated its value to 
this community. This value will become even 
more evident as the population increases and 
an ever-increasing number of students are 
served. Our students have shown their appre¬ 
ciation by their diligent application. I am proud 
of our present student body and their total 
record of the present year.
